Scarcely, had she proceéded 50 yards, how- 
ever, befora there was a cry of “imsikdu” 
(equivalent to “Stop thief”) and the whole 
posse of detectives started ranning down the 
street towards Sharia Boulac with, natarally, 
the Englishman in hot porsnit. 

The.chase, however, was not organised for 
the benefit of the lady, as might be preaomed 
by our foregoing remarks. The “eagle eye” 
of the secrat service had unearthed a suspected 
criminal, or Anarchist, heaven knows from 
where, and as the qaarry had ‘gone away” 
as emartly as any Reynard from cover, the

Provision for the long:talked-ot territorial army

In the 
discussion on the Pare Food Bill ot January 16 
last Senator McComber observed that :— 
“Most of the hams that are shipped ont of 
the country are shipped to Grest Britain. 
There is no prohibition in the food lawa ot 
Great Britain against the use of borax asa 
packing ingredient.” In Subsection 5 it is 
atated that a food shall be deemed to be 
adulterated “ifit contain any added poisonous 
orothar added deleterious ingredient which 
may render such article injarious to health. 
Provided, that when in the preparation of 
jood products for shipment they are preserved 
by an external application applied in such 
manner that the preservative is necessarily 
removed mechanically, or by maceration in 
water, or otherwise, the provisions of this 
Act shall be construed as applying only whan 
said products are ready far consumption.” By 
this sabsection all benefit that we might hope 
to derive in this country from the passing of 
this Act is completely removed. The Act 
calmly contemplates ths addition to food pro- 
ducts of substances that may be either actively 
poisonous” or at least: injurious to health, 
and go long as those substances can be removed, 
no matter by what means, the United States 
exporter cannot be touched by bis law ; né?, 
as we woll koow, can the importer, wholesale 
dealer, or retailer on this side be adequately 
interfered with by pura, 

Bat this is not all the evil. Since the United 
States Legislatare intends to prevent the 
adalteration of food producte within the 
country, the large manufacturing firms will be 
seriously hampered, and will incor heavy 
losses :— 

Their way out of the difficulty will probably 
be either to “damp” large quantities of cheap, 
somi-artificial foods on our markets, or to start 
factories of their own in this country. When 
the laws connected with the manufacture and 
sale of butter substitutes were made more 
stringent in the United States some of the 
United States manafacturers equipped facto- 
ries in Canada, and began the manufacture 
of “process butter” there, The Canadian 
Parliament, howaver, with a very proper regard 
for the fatare reputation of its dairy industry, 
at once strengthened its laws. The manufao- 
tare of procass batter thereby became illegal 
in the Dominion and ceased forthwith. 

Sach legislation, Mr, Green adde, is anforta- 
nately leas likely to be raadily accepted in 
this country, where the food supply is largely 
influenced by interested persons, who will be 
quick to declare that restrivtive legislation 
would doprive thy commanity of thsir choap 
food.
